The  Children's  Trust  Fund  (CTF)  was  created 
by  the  Missouri  General  Assembly  in  1983 
as  a  fund  dedicated  solely  to  support  child 
abuse  and  neglect  prevention  programs 
throughout  the  state.  CTF  was  authorized  to 
enter  into  contracts  with  public  or  private 
agencies,  schools,  or  qualified  individuals 
to  establish  community-based  educational 
and  service  programs  focused  on  preventing 
child  abuse  and  neglect.  CTF  was  also 
directed  to  facilitate  information  exchange 
between  groups  concerned  with  child 
abuse  prevention  programs  and  to  provide 
statewide  public  education  regarding  issues 
facing  families  and  children. 

No  state  general  revenue  funds  are 
appropriated  to  CTF  for  child  abuse 
prevention.  Funding  is  obtained  from  sales 
of  the  special  CTF  license  plate,  dedicated 
fees  on  marriage  licenses  and  vital  records, 
voluntary  contributions  designated  on 
Missouri  state  income  tax  returns,  other 
voluntary  contributions,  and  interest  income 
from  the  Fund.  CTF  also  administers  the 
Community  Based  Child  Abuse  Prevention 
(CBCAP)  Federal  Grant.

2006  "Shake  it  up  with  Fruits  and  Veggies!" 
Calendar 

CTF  distributed  9,000  Shake  it  up  with  Fruits  and 
Veggies!  2006  calendars  which  were  produced 
in  cooperation  with  the  Missouri  Association 
of  Community  Action  (MACA).  The  calendar 
features  parenting  tips,  nutrition  information, 
healthy  recipes  and  menu  suggestions,  and  tips 
for  feeding  young  children.  The  calendar  is 
distributed  to  families  enrolled  in  Head  Start  and 
other  child  care  programs,  county  family  service 
and  health  department  offices,  WIC  programs, 
food  banks,  community  action  outreach  offices, 
and  CTF  prevention  programs. 

Kids  Count  2005  Data  Book 

Production  of  the  Kids  Count  Data  book 
is  a  collaborative  effort  of  CTF,  Citizens  for 
Missouri's  Children  and  more  than  30  public  and 
private  organizations  from  across  the  state.  The 
project's  mission  is  to  improve  the  well-being  of 
Missouri's  children  by  heightening  awareness  of 
children's  issues  within  local  communities  and 
promoting  more  effective  responses  to  children's 
needs  throughout  the  state.  The  Annie  E.  Casey 
Foundation  provides  additional  funding  for  the 
project.

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Missouri  Strengthening  Families  Initiative  (SFI) 

Led  by  the  Missouri  Department  of  Social  Services 
(DSS),  Children's  Division,  CTF  is  an  active 
participant  of  Missouri's  Strengthening  Families 
Initiative  (SFI)  Leadership  Team.  SFI  is  a  new, 
cost-effective,  proven  strategy  to  prevent  child 
abuse  and  neglect.  The  strategy  involves  early 
childhood  centers  working  with  families  to  build 
protective  factors  around  children. 

With  support  from  the  Doris  Duke  Charitable 
Foundation,  the  Center  for  the  Study  of  Social 
Policy  (CSSP)  spent  two  years  researching  and 
identifying  five  protective  factors  that  prevent 
child  abuse  and  neglect.  The  research  proved 
that  excellent  early  care  and  education  programs 
use  common  program  strategies  to  build  the 
protective  factors  known  to  reduce  child  abuse 
and  neglect:

•  Facilitate  friendships  and  mutual  support 

•  Strengthen  parenting 

•  Respond  to  family  crises 

•  Link  families  to  services  and  opportunities 

•  Facilitate  children's  social  and  emotional

•  Observe  and  respond  to  early  warning  signs  of 
child  abuse  or  neglect 

•  Value  and  support  parents 

Protective  Factors 

•  Parental  resilience 

•  Social  connections 

•  Knowledge  of  parenting  and  child 
development 

•  Concrete  support  in  times  of  need 

•  Social  and  emotional  competence  of  children 

In  May  2006,  Missouri's  CTF  was  selected  as 
one  of  9  states  nationally  to  receive  a  two-year 
$50,000  grant  from  the  National  Alliance  of 
Children's  Trust  Funds  to  support  its  SFI  project. 
The  proposal  requested  funds  to  continue  DSS's 
work  toward  integrating  the  SFI  protective 
factors  framework  into  early  childhood  care  and 
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education  through  training,  technical  assistance, 
incentives  to  exemplary  sites,  building  on 
partnerships  already  in  place  in  exemplary  sites' 
communities,  and  through  statewide  initiatives. 
CTF  participates  in  the  Learning  Community  that 
includes  all  19  CTF's  that  submitted  proposals. 

As  part  of  the  grant,  CTF  provided  Parents 
As  Teachers  National  Center  $5,700  to  work 
with  the  Missouri  Department  of  Health  and 
Senior  Services/Bureau  of  Child  Care  to  revise 
its  child  abuse  and  neglect  training  module. 
The  revised  model  includes  a  strong  awareness 
and  prevention  message  and  incorporates  the 
Strengthening  Families  Initiative  protective  factors 
into  the  training,  which  is  offered  to  over  3,000 
licensed  child  care  providers  annually.  Additional 
incentives  include  mini-grants  to  assist  child  care 
facilities  with  reducing  staff  turnover,  program 
enhancement,  or  other  needs  identified  by  the 
sites.  CTF  will  also  finalize  contracts  for  project 
evaluation  and  technical  assistance. 

Fifty-seven  child  care  programs  applied  to  be  SFI 
pilot  sites,  and  following  a  review  process,  six  will 
be  selected.  Pilot  sites  will  participate  in  Partnering 
with  Parents:  Preventing  Abuse  and  Neglect,  a  state 
of  the  art  curriculum  and  train-the-trainer  project 
developed  by  the  national  organization  Zero  to 
Three  and  presented  by  the  Missouri  Child  Care 
Resource  and  Referral  Network  (MOCCRRN). 
Sites  will  also  receive  the  Circle  of  Parents 
Curriculum  through  Prevent  Child  Abuse  Missouri 
(PCAM). 

Parents  As  Teachers 

During  Fiscal  Year  2006,  CTF  partnered  with 
Parents  As  Teachers  (PAT)  by  providing  a  $50,000 
grant  to  fund  PAT's  initiatives  to  provide  an 
educator  curriculum  that  supports  teen  parents 
and  families  of  children  with  special  needs. 
The  goal  of  the  partnership  is  to  increase  the 
knowledge  base  of  parent  educators  and  other 
early  childhood  professionals  in  Missouri. 

The  CTF  funding  supported  two  PATNC 
workshops  entitled  Issues  in  Working  with  Teen 
Parents  and  Supporting  Families  of  Children 
with  Special  Needs.  Both  workshops  are  two- 
day  professional  development  trainings  that 
give  professionals  high  quality,  research-based 
information  needed  to  support  families  and 
prevent  and/or  alleviate  child  abuse  and  neglect. 


Interagency  Agreements 

Home  Visitation  Prevention  Services 

Through  a  special  funding  initiative  with 
the  Missouri  Department  of  Social  Services 
(DSS),  CTF  awarded  funding  through  a  grant 
application  process  to  Nurses  For  Newborns 
Foundation  (NFNF)  to  provide  essential  home 
visitation  prevention  services  in  St.  Louis  and  the 
surrounding  area.  These  services,  provided  by  a 
registered  nurse,  target  parents  twenty-one  years 
of  age  or  younger  and  parents  exceeding  this  age 
who  are  mentally  and/or  physically  challenged 
or  who  are  substance  abusers.  In  Fiscal  Year 
2006,  NFNF  served  3,460  children  and  families 
through  this  project  that  focused  on  promoting 
effective  parenting  skills,  prevention  of  repeat  teen 
pregnancies,  increasing  educational  achievement, 
increasing  self-support  and  self-esteem, 
promoting  healthy  birth  outcomes,  and  ensuring 
the  safety  and  overall  well-being  of  children.  Of 
all  infants  served  within  the  NFNF  program,  92% 
were  fully  immunized  per  the  guidelines  of  the 
Center  for  Disease  Control  (CDC),  and  onlyl% 
of  the  babies  served  had  a  substantiated  report 
of  child  abuse  and  neglect  according  to  DSS.  In 
addition,  there  were  no  repeat  pregnancies  within 
NFNF's  teen  parent  program. 

State  Technical  Assistance  Team  (STAT) 

CTF  entered  an  agreement  with  the  Department 
of  Social  Services,  State  Technical  Assistance 
Team  (STAT)  for  $15,425  to  provide  Child 
Fatality  Review  Panel  trainings  to  at  least  1,500 
child  protection  professionals  across  the  state 
at  19  different  locations.  The  agreement  also 
includes  four  advanced  trainings  for  400  to 
500  participants,  and  the  costs  associated  with 
the  development  of  the  Missouri  Child  Fatality 
Review  Program  Annual  Report. 

Kauffmann  Foundation 
University  of  Missouri,  Kansas  City 

The  Kauffmann  Foundation  supported  CTF  with  a 
$90,000  one-year  grant  that  CTF  used  to  expand 
the  University  of  Missouri,  Kansas  City's  Family 
Development  and  Credentialing  Program  to 
frontline  childcare  workers  statewide. 
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Public  Education 

CTF  also  continued  to  develop  and  provide 
prevention  literature  about  Shaken  Baby 
Syndrome  (SBS),  safe  crib/safe  sleep  practices, 
positive  parenting,  emotional  child  abuse  and 
neglect,  and  the  dangers  of  leaving  children 
unattended  in  vehicles.  In  Fiscal  Year  2006, 
CTF  honored  requests  of  approximately  50,000 
Shaken  Baby  Syndrome  brochures,  50,000  Safe 
Crib/Safe  Sleep  brochures,  and  30,000  Positive 
Parenting  Booklets. 

The  distribution  of  SmallTalk,  the  CTF  quarterly 
newsletter,  is  delivered  to  nearly  5,000  subscribers 
per  issue. 


Never  Shake 

Preventing  Shaken  Baby  Sj 
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Prevent  Shaken  Baby  Syndrome  Videotapes 

CTF  continues  to  distribute  the  two  versions  of  the 
"Prevent  Shaken  Baby  Syndrome"  instructional 
videotape  to  prevention  professionals  for  their 
use  in  educating  Missourians  about  the  dangers  of 
shaking  a  baby.  The  parent  videotape  is  used  by 
a  majority  of  the  delivering  hospitals  in  Missouri 
and  incorporated  into  newborn  and  childbirth 
programs.  The  Missouri  Department  of  Health 
and  Senior  Services  Bureau  of  Child  Care  includes 
the  caregiver  video  in  its  Child  Care  Orientation 
Training  for  providers  statewide.  In  addition,  the 
State  Technical  Assistance  Team  (STAT)  uses  the 
videos  during  prevention  training.  Many  other 


state  departments,  CTF  partners  and  organizations 
throughout  Missouri  continue  to  share  the 
videotapes  with  families  within  their  service  area. 
The  "Never  Shake"  parent  version  is  available  in 
both  the  English  and  Spanish  languages  and  in 
videotape  and  DVD  formats. 

CTF  Website 

The  CTF  website,  www.ctf4kids.org,  highlights 
grant  recipients,  license  plate  partners,  funding 
sources,  CTF  specialty  license  plate  information, 
available  CTF  literature,  special  events  and  other 
information  regarding  child  abuse  prevention. 
It  also  offers  a  secure  site  to  accept  online  credit 
card  donations. 

Child  Abuse  Prevention  Month 

In  March  2005,  Governor  Matt  Blunt  presented 
a  proclamation  declaring  April  as  Child  Abuse 
Prevention  Month  in  Missouri.  CTF  received  the 
proclamation  along  with  Prevent  Child  Abuse 
Missouri,  Missouri  KidsFirst/Child  Advocacy 
Center,  and  the  Missouri  Department  of  Social 
Services,  Children's  Division.  In  addition,  the 
St.  Louis  County  Council,  the  Kansas  City  City 
Council  and  the  City  of  St.  Peters  presented 
similar  resolutions  for  their  communities. 

The  2006  Community  Resource  Packet 
provided  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health 
and  Human  Services  was  mailed  to  each  CTF 
grantee/prevention  partner.  The  packet  contains 
information  about  promoting  child  abuse  and 
neglect  prevention  efforts  especially  during  April. 

CTF  engaged  in  a  letter  campaign  that  included 
CTF  literature  and  the  CTF  blue  ribbon  pin 
informing  recipients  about  the  significance  and 
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importance  of  April.  The  campaign  reached 
members  of  the  Missouri  General  Assembly, 
Missouri  delivering  hospitals,  CTF  license 
plate  partners  and  CTF  new  general  prevention 
grantees. 

CTF  participated  in  the  "Prevention  Pays"  Rally 
April  4  in  Jefferson  City,  which  was  sponsored 
by  Prevent  Child  Abuse  Missouri  (PCAM)  and 
Bikers  Against  Child  Abuse  (BACA).  Nearly  fifty 
motorcyclists  attended  the  event  in  support  of 
child  abuse  and  neglect  prevention. 

An  electronic  informational  piece  was  e- 
mailed  in  April  to  CTF's  prevention  partners 
and  approximately  55,000  state  employees.  A 
news  release  highlighting  April  as  Child  Abuse 
Prevention  Month  was  also  e-mailed  to  daily 
newspapers  in  Missouri. 

Radio  advertisements  regarding  the  prevention 
of  Shaken  Baby  Syndrome  (SBS),  emotional 
abuse  and  the  fact  that  prevention  pays  aired 
during  the  month  of  April  on  all  radio  stations 
throughout  Missouri  associated  with  Learfield 
Communications.  The  CTF  executive  director 
also  engaged  in  several  "Healthy  Family"  radio 
interviews  regarding  the  same  topics  that  aired  on 
the  Learfield  stations. 


Tax  Check-off  Campaign 

"Let's  Check-Off  Child  Abuse  in  Missouri" 

The  campaign  associated  with  the  tax  check-off 
program  was  highlighted  on  the  CTF  website  and 
in  SmallTalk.  Tax  check-off  literature  was  mailed 
to  accounting  offices  and  their  tax  preparers 
in  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City,  Springfield,  Jefferson 
City,  Columbia,  Cape  Girardeau,  Hannibal,  St. 
Joseph  and  Joplin.  The  packet  included  a  letter, 
poster,  table  tent,  flyer  and  notepad.  CTF  mailed 
a  postcard  to  its  constituents  as  a  reminder  of  the 
tax  check-off  program  and  an  electronic  pamphlet 
accompanied  the  February  payroll  checks  sent  to 
55,000  Missouri  state  employees.  Tax  check-off 
literature  was  also  mailed  to  CTF's  prevention 
partners  and  200  state  libraries.  CTF  received 
$134,502.99  from  Missouri  taxpayers  as  a  result  of 
the  2005  campaign. 

Missouri  State  Employees  Charitable  Campaign 

As  a  result  of  the  Missouri  State  Employees 
Charitable  Campaign  (MSECC),  CTF  received 
$5,382.45  in  calendar  year  2005  from  generous 
state  employees  making  it  a  top  ten  recipient  in 
the  statewide  organization  category. 


CTF  Award  Presentations 

Donovan  Award 

Former  Missouri  Senator  Roseann  Bentley  of 
Springfield  received  the  2005  Donovan  Award  and 
Senator  Patrick  Dougherty  of  St.  Louis  received 
the  2006  Donovan  Award.  This  award  is  named 
after  former  Missouri  House  Representative  Laurie 
Donovan  and  is  given  annually  to  one  elected 
official  who  has  provided  leadership  in  the  area  of 
child  abuse  prevention,  family  support  and  overall 
concern  and  advocacy  for  children  and  family 
issues. 

Easter  Award 

Detective  Sergeant  Maria  Gomez  of  the  St.  Louis 
County  Police  Department  received  the  CTF 
2005  Richard  P.  Easter  Award  for  her  exemplary 
contribution  to  child  abuse  and  neglect  prevention 
and  child  protection  efforts.  The  CTF  board  of 
directors  established  this  award  in  honor  of  the 
late  Richard  P.  Easter,  who  was  long  associated 
with  the  law  enforcement  and  criminal  justice 
fields  and  is  remembered  for  his  commitment 
and  leadership  in  promoting  statewide  prevention 
efforts  to  better  protect  Missouri's  children. 

McCarter  Award 

Carmella  Werner,  an  employee  of  the  Missouri 
Department  of  Revenue,  was  the  recipient  of  the 
2005  McCarter  Award  for  her  enthusiasm  and 
dedication  in  assisting  people  obtain  the  CTF 
specialty  license  plate.

Community  Based  Child  Abuse  Prevention  Grant 
Fiscal  Year  2006  Overview 


The  CTF  Board  of  Directors  approved  and  awarded 
nearly  $1.7  million  for  Fiscal  Year  2006  to  64 
community-based  organizations  and  agencies 
throughout  Missouri  to  provide  programs  and 
services  that  help  families  reduce  the  risk  of 
child  abuse  and  neglect.  During  July,  August  and 
September  of  2005,  CTF  hosted  check  presentation 
ceremonies  in  Sedalia,  St.  Louis,  Springfield,  Rolla, 
Poplar  Bluff  and  Kansas  City  to  recognize  the  grant 
recipients  for  their  ongoing  efforts  in  the  field. 

Of  the  64  Fiscal  Year  2006  grant  projects,  51 
addressed  issues  associated  with  at-risk  families 
and  were  considered  secondary  prevention  efforts. 
Nine  projects  were  considered  primary  prevention, 
which  are  more  educational  in  nature  and  appeal 
to  the  general  public.  Four  projects  addressed  both 
primary  and  secondary  prevention  efforts. 

Based  on  program  annual  reports,  it  is  estimated 
that  in  Fiscal  Year  2006,  19,399  adults  and  28,470 
children  were  directly  served  as  a  result  of  this 
funding.  These  numbers  represent  those  who 
participated  in  a  support  group  or  those  who 
received  professional  training,  a  home  visit,  an 
infant  massage  kit,  a  safe  crib,  etc.

In  Fiscal  Year  2006,  the  Children's  Trust  Fund 
awarded  $388,000  to  four  Missouri  communities 
to  continue  the  Community  Based  Child 
Abuse  Prevention  grant  project  (CBCAP).  These 
communities  completed  the  third  of  a  five  year 
grant  process.

CBCAP  funding  is  a  federal  initiative  that 
originates  from  the  Administration  of  Children, 
Youth  and  Families,  Department  of  Health 
and  Human  Services  in  Washington,  D.C.  The 
Children's  Trust  Fund  is  the  designated  lead 
agency  to  disburse  this  funding  in  Missouri. 
Through  incorporating  a  lead  agency  concept,  the 
goals  of  the  CBCAP  communities  are  to: 

•  Provide  a  seamless  coordination  and  delivery 
of  prevention  and  family  support  services  to 
families  and  their  children; 

•  Reduce  the  duplication  of  existing  services; 

•  Maximize  the  resources  of  public  and  private 
providers  to  better  serve  the  consumer;  and 

•  Ultimately  reduce  the  likelihood  of  child 
abuse  and  neglect  from  occurring. 

It  is  believed  that  if  health  care  and  social  services 
are  coordinated  across  the  continuum,  rather 
than  fragmented,  then  at-risk  parents  or  expectant 
parents  and  their  children  are  more  efficiently 
served,  outcomes  can  be  improved,  and  the  total 
cost  of  providing  services  to  these  families  can  be 
reduced. 


Although  diverse,  each  CBCAP  community 
incorporates  common  values,  philosophies  and 
practices.  These  include  being  strengths-based; 
family  friendly;  culturally  sensitive;  respectful 
of  community  and  family  uniqueness;  inclusive 
through  localized  decision  making;  needs 
based  and  not  symptoms  based;  a  collaborative 
partnership;  focused  on  better  outcomes  for 
children  and  families;  accountable  for  outcomes 
through  a  stringent  evaluation  and  reporting 
process. 

Key  components  of  this  program  include  helping 
the  family  set  realistic  goals,  skill  building  so  that 
families  can  learn  to  meet  their  own  needs,  and 
getting  community  agencies  to  work  together  with 
the  family  in  a  coordinated  way  to  meet  the  family 
needs.  Some  important  interventions  include 
service  care  planning,  home  visitation,  parent 
education,  crisis  intervention,  building  support 
networks  for  families,  and  coordinated  financial 
support  when  needed  and  not  available  from 
other  resources. 

An  important  part  of  this  grant  is  the  collection 
of  data  on  outcomes  of  these  services.  At  the  end 
of  the  third  year  for  these  four  communities,  390 
high  risk  families  were  being  served.  Many  of 
these  families  were  single  parent  families  with 
very  young  children  and  few  economic  resources 
or  community  supports.  All  of  the  sites  reported 
statistically  significant  improvement  in  scores  of 
standardized  measures  of  family  risk  (Child  Abuse 
Potential  Inventory)  and  distress  (Parent  Stress 
Index).  Based  on  questionnaire  results,  families 
also  reported  high  levels  of  satisfaction  with  the 
services  they  received. 

Each  CBCAP  grantee  is  responsible  for  leveraging 
community  financial  support  to  ensure 
sustainability.  The  overall  strength  and  success  of 
the  partnership  increases  the  chance  for  long-term 
community  investment,  and  the  CBCAP  format 
provides  that  groundwork.

Each  year,  the  Children's  Trust  Fund  allocates  a  certain  portion  of  its  annual  program  budget  to  fund 
discretionary  projects  or  "mini-grants ".  Discretionary  funding  is  designed  to  be  responsive  to  low- 
cost  prevention  projects  or  needs  identified  by  individual  communities,  organizations  or  agencies.  A 
maximum  of  $5,000  per  grant  award  is  available  for  these  special  prevention  projects.  During  Fiscal  Year
